I. P. CO.’S CHANGES. 


F, H. Parks Made General Manager; 
Manila Department Sold. 


First Vice President Parks Has Now the General Manager- 
Ship of the Company in Addition to His Other Duties 
—Company Transfers Its Manila Department 
to the Continental Paper Bag Company. 








Fred H. Parks was on Wednesday of last week appointed 
general manager of the International Paper Company. Be- 
sides being general manager Mr. Parks is also vice presi- 
dent and manager of the department of manufacture. The 
office of general manager was created by the directors of 
the company at their meeting, held last week. Heretofore 
Mr. Chisholm has been both president and general man- 
ager. In order to relieve him of some of the work con- 
nected with the management of the company the directors 
created the separate office of general manager and elected 
Mr. Parks as its first incumbent. 

Just what Mr. Parks’ duties as general manager will be 
would be difficult to define. In connection with the subject 
it is thought likely that much of the active work relating 
to the different departments heretofore done by President 
Chisholm will now fall to Mr. Parks. Mr. Chisholm, who 
has not enjoyed good health for the past year, will not in 
the future be obliged to give his undivided attention to the 
management of the company. 

The appointment of Mr. Parks to the office of general 
manager is considered a promotion for that gentleman. 
notwithstanding the fact that he is already the company’s 
first vice president and manager of its department of manu- 
facture. His fitness for the position is unquestioned, as he 
has had long experience in everything connected with the 
manufacture and sale of paper. Next to Mr. Chisholm Mr. 
Parks is more actively interested in the practical opera- 
tions of the company than any of the other officers. 





Continental Bag Co. Gets Manila Department. 


On Friday of last week an agreement was reached be- 
tween the International Paper Company and the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Company, whereby the latter took 
over the manila department of the International. The 
transfer of the department took effect yesterday (Wednes- 
day), February 1, having been moved from 30 Broad 
street to the offices of the Continental Paper Bag Com- 
pany, in the Whitehall Building, 17 Battery place, New 
Yorla By the terms of thé agreement the Continental 
has the sale of all the wrapping papers made by the 
International. These include the various grades of ma- 
nilas and fibres manufactured by the company. The spe- 
cialties heretofore sold through the International’s ma- 
nila department will be transferred to some other branch 
of the sales department. The manila division, of which 
Frank Grubb has been the manager since the company 
was incorporated, has been abolished. Mr, Grubb has 
as yet made no plans for the future. 

While the details of the new arrangement with the 
Continental are not known it is surmised that the Inter- 
national Paper Company will bill the paper to the former 
at the cost of manufacture, plus a certain uniform profit. 
By this arrangement the Continental will be free to do 
the selling on its own terms. The mills of the Interna- 
tional which are known as manila mills are at Rumford 
Falls, Me.; Piercefield, N. Y.; Herkimer, N. Y., and 
Watertown, N. Y. 

The Continental Paper Bag Company, as is well 
known, is closely identified with the International Paper 


Company, a number of the officials of the latter being 
large stockholders of the Continental. The transfer of 
the manila department of the International to the Con- 
tinental is therefore not so surprising as it otherwise would 
be, especially in view of recent developments. It will be 
recalled that within a few months the Continental leased 
the Ashland mill of the International at Ashland, N. H., 
where it is now making tissue papers. At the same time 
the Continental took over the property of the Washing- 
ton Pulp and Paper Mills, at Greenwich, N. Y., of which 
property Herman Elsas, president of the Continental, was 
a large owner. The acquisition of the manila depart- 
ment of the International is a very important step in 
the development of the Contirental. The company al- 
ready holds a big contract for wrapping paper, which 
paper is being made at the Rumford Falls mill of the 
International. The contract referred to is that of the 
Retail Dry Goods Association of New York, which is 
made up of a number of the large department stores. 
With an equipment of manila mills at its back the Con- 
tinental will no doubt seek other large contracts through- 
out the country. As the company already has a selling 
force that covers the country it is in a position to mar- 
ket the wrappings of the International Paper Company 
without ,any trouble, 


The Monarch Paper Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

KALAMAzoO, Mich., January 30, 1905.—The Monarch Pa- 
per Company, with a paid in capital of $150,000, is the latest 
addition to the paper making industry of this city. At a 
meeting of the stockholders on Thursday evening the com- 
pany was organized and the following officers and directors 
were elected: George O. Comfort, president and general 
manager; George Clark, vice president; Oscar E. Jacobs, 
secretary; W. S. Dewing, treasurer; James B. Coleman, 
superintendent. The above named, and J. Davidson Burns, 
James Dewing, John Veneklassen and Dan J. Albertson, 
comprise the board of directors. 

The work of promotion was done almost exclusively by 
Oscar E. Jacobs, who has succeeded in interesting some of 
the most substantial business men in the city in the enter- 
prise, George O. Comfort, the president and general man- 
ager, though a comparatively young man, has had fifteen 
years’ experience in the paper making business, and is at 
present secretary and assistant general manager of the 
King Paper Company. 

With the coming of spring the Monarch Paper Com- 
pany will erect a new and up to date mill, equipped with 
two machines, for the manufacture of book paper. While 
the mill will be built in Kalamazoo, the exact location is 
not definitely settled as yet. The company holds an option 
on the site now occupied by the Gibson Paper Company, 
and may tear down that old structure and build its new 
mill there HALL 


Proposed Duty on United States Rough Lumber. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ortawa, Canada, January 30, 1905.—A deputation of 
British Columbia lumbermen are expected here early in 
February to press for a duty of $2 per 1,000 on rough 
lumber coming into Canada from the United States. The 
proposition will be keenly fought by the ten members from 
Manitoba and the ten members from the Territories, who 
want cheap lumber for the settlers, and also by the Eastern 
lumbermen in the House, who do not want to run any 
risk of having the United States put a retaliatory duty on 
Canadian lumber entering the United States. As there 
are only seven British Columbia members all told, their 
petitions are hardly likely to prevail against the twenty 
members from the prairie country, aided by the Eastern 
lumber interests. L

To listen to him, he 
said, was a rare treat which the paper men and their guests 
will long remember. With a bright speech from Governor 
Bunn, in addition to those by Simeon Ford, Lieutenant 
Governor Guild of Massachusetts, and the Rev. Minot J. 
Savage, the success of the banquet is assured. 

The banquet committee has this year made a departure 
from the old custom in appointing a sergeant-at-arms to 
be on duty at the banquet. Allen McLain Rodgers, who is 
connected with the general office of the International Paper 
Company, has been selected because of his qualifications 
for the position. In his position as sergeant-at-arms Mr 
Rodgers will preserve order in cases of any loud talking 
that might interfere with hearing the speakers. While the 
services of a sergeant-at-arms have been needed at a few 
of the banquets held by the association, there is little likeli- 
hood of any annoyances this year, as the diners will no 
doubt be very glad to give their undivided attention to the 
speakers. 

The business meeting will begin at 10:30 a. m., at which 
time the reports of the officers will be read. Luncheon will 
be served at 1 o’clock. At 2 o’clock the adjourned session 
will be held to receive the reports of the nominating com 
mittee and to transact any business that may come before 
the meeting.

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REPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 


Mill Trade Is Fair—Jobbers Are Having a Larger Volume 
of Trade—Prices im Some Sections 


Are Stronger. 


The recent snowstorm has been the big factor in the 
market this week. Owing to its severity and the depth 
of the snow traffic was almost completely tied up for a 
number of days. Even now, a week after the storm, de- 
liveries are made with very great difficulty, as but little of 
the snow has been removed. The streets of the city are 
in worse condition for travel than they have been since 
the big blizzard of 1888. In the way of new business there 
has not been much doing, as the storm had a depressing 
effect on all lines of trade. Coming as it did after a two 
weeks’ quiet spell its effect was more noticeable than it 
otherwise would have been. During the past week, there- 
fore, the market has been quiet.. The fact that consumers 
held their orders down to a minimum just before the first 
of the month also contributed to the general dullness. But 
notwithstanding the curtailment in buying prices remain 
unchanged. As nearly all the mills are comfortably full 
of orders there is little likelihood of any material change 
in quotations. Those few mills that at present happen to 
be in need of business are not cutting prices. The high 
cost of their raw materials, the manufacturers say, forbids 
any reduction. The strength of the spring demand for pa- 
per which will soon set in is also counted on to hold the 
market firm. Just now, however, there is not much life 
to the demand. Manilas are firm. News, book and writ- 
ings are not, comparatively speaking, as strong as wrap- 
ping papers. The action of the paper bag men in advanc- 
ing prices last week has helped the situation in manilas, as 
a campaign of price cutting was feared in bag papers if the 
advance mentioned had not been made. In box boards 
there are some very low quotations being made at present. 
The demand for boards continues poor. 








Fair Trade at Holyoke. 
Western ieee Pires Tasey JOUREAL. 
Hotyoxe, Mass., January 31, 1905. 

Business with the Holyoke mills has been very fair the 
past week. Manufacturers state that trade is much better 
than for the preceding week and they believe that from 
now on trade will be much improved over what it was 
during the forepart of the winter. The mills have been 
running ‘on a fair grist of orders the past few days, and 
the outlook for the future is most encouraging. There 
has been no change in prices at the mills, amd if any 
change is made it will be toward a higher level. 

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company 
are running full and orders are on hand for future ship- 
ments. 

The Chemical Paper Company reports a good trade 
and all machines are running full time. The future ap- 
pears brighter and indications are for a good spring trade. 

The Whiting Paper Company has a good line of orders 
and business continues good with this company. | 

Mills in Berkshire County are running full and re- 
ports from this section would indicate an increasing de- 
mand for ledger and fine papers. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company at Turners Falls 
reports a fair trade in its typewriter papers, Ferry. 





Philadelphia Market More Active. 
[yRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, January 31, 1904.—Compared with the 
previous week the closing ome shows an improvement in 
the general jobbing line; compared with the corresponding 
month of last year January just ending shows a still greater 
advance. But while there are easily seen in the situation 
elements of strength for the future, present business is not 
quite up to the mark placed for it by expectation when the 
elections were over. Unsettled, rather than uncertain, de- 
scribes conditions existing not only in the paper trade but 
in general commercial lines. 

In no case have prices gone down and in one case have 
they advanced. The Warren Manufacturing Company no- 
tified the dealers this week of an advance of one-quarter 
cent in rope papers. Book is selling fairly well and with 
the price well maintained. Wrappings are quiet, tissues 
easier, both in supply, demand and in price. The market 
for building papers is merely nominal, but the trade in 
blanks and hangings still continues with a great rush—the 
best in years.

Storm Curtails Boston Business.

The jobbing distribution of paper last week was very 
much curtailed because of the heavy snowstorms which 
interrupted all lines of business and tied up local traffic and 
interstate transportation. Business so far this week is 
also somewhat limited, as is usually the case during the 


last few days of the month. With the coming of the mor- 
row, February will start in, when many delayed orders are 
expected to come to hand. While reports from local paper 
dealers since the first of the year have been of a cheerful 
nature, indicative of good business, the fact is evident that 
the volume of trade for January will not equal expecta- 
tions. Such is the view of dealers handling general lines 
of paper for printers, publishers, lithographers, &c. Job- 
bers making a specialty of manilas, tissues and store wrap- 
pings report more favorably concerning business for the 
month now closing, they claiming that trade in those lines 
of papers has been very good during the month. With the 
manufacturers business has not been very disappointing, 
although some are no doubt better fixed with orders than 
others. Frequent complaint is now heard because of the 
delay in getting mill shipments, but that annoyance is due 
to the fact that railroad traffic is so badly tied up rather 
than to the mills’ inability to ship paper. Market condi- 
tions have undergone no change of late, so far as quotations 
are concerned, DELESDERNIER.

Dayton, Ohio, January 30, 1905.—There has been more 
than a fair volume of trade in the vailey mills during the 
week, and the indications point to an increase. The deal- 
ers are somewhat optimistic and look for a larger trade 
within a short time. Some of them report a stiffness in 
quotations quite unexpected for the season, and, in fact, in 
common with the manufacturers they are jubilant. De- 
spite the claim im some quarters of the valley that new 
business is scarce the more prominent tradesmen and the 
less pessimistic can observe nothing but a satisfactory 
trade at hand and in the future. Greater interest will 
likely be manifested this year than ever in the national 
convention in New York, but exactly how many expect to 
attend is not known.

The Fort Frances Development. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, January 30, 1905.—The Commissioner 
of Public Works for the Province of Ontario has approved 
of the plans of the power development works of the Backus 
Syndicate at Fort Frances, by which power will be devel- 
oped on both the Ontario and Minnesota sides of the Rainy 
River, and a dispatch to Fort Frances from Minneapolis 
states that the contract for the construction of the big 
power dam has been let to Messrs. Pemmier & McGuire, 
a firm of New York contractors. Mr. McGuire, who spent 
several days at Fort Frances last September, was much 
taken with the Backus proposition for water power devel- 
opment, and expressed himself favorable to taking the con- 
tract. It is understood he has already arranged for 40,000 
barrels of cement and other material, which wil! soon be 
placed on the ground. The contract for the machinery has 
also been let by Mr. Backus to a New York firm to the 
value of several hundred thousand dollars. Work will 
commence as early as the weather will permit, and soon 
Fort Frances will be a hive of industry. L. 


The Howe & Hubbs Company, of Buffalo, N. Y,, is pre- 
paring to open a large warehouse in Toronto, Canada, 
where it will do a general paper business, as well as being 
the agent for the paper bags manufactured by the Continen- 
tal Paper Bag Company, of New York and Rumford 
Falls, Me. 


A Land and Timber Deal. 


PortLand, Me., January 30, 1905.—The entire property 
of the Fitzgerald Land and Lumber Company has been 
bought by a syndicate of Portland men, included among 
whom are Hon. E. B. Winslow, Henry P. Cox, Ammi 
Whitney, Hon. Seth L. Larrabee, Lyman M. Cousens, Wil- 
liam W. Mason, Charles G. Alien, William H. Milliken and 
one or two others. This property consists of the pulp and 
paper mills at Fitzdale, Vi., a suburb of Lunenburg, an im- 
mense tract of timber land and the flooring mill at Island 
Pond, all of which were formerly the property of the late 
George H. Fitzgerald, of Island Pond, who died a short 
time ago. Mr. Fitzgerald started the pulp and paper mills 
at Fitzdale and later on formed the corporation in which 
these gentlemen named above were interested. After his 
death they bought out his interest in the mills and very 
recently decided to buy the land and the sawmill at Island 
Pond to complete the enterprise. 

This is one of the finest properties in New England and 
there are unbounded possibilities ahead of it. It is in a 
measure an endless chain and self contained at that, so 
that the company can operate forever with no fear of being 
squeezed or driven out of business by any combinations 
against it. The timber lands are practically inexhausti- 
ble, being so large that whole townships can be cut over 
in a year and before they are reached again in regular 
course the trees will have grown again sufficiently to make 
a second cutting good. 

The Fitzdale mills have been running for some time on 
pulp and paper, and the land insures them a supply in per- 
petuity, as the pulp wood grows very rapidly under scien- 
tific culture and careful cutting. The hard wood on the 
tract is to be cut off for flooring boards and taken to 
Island Pond for that purpose, being sawed there and planed 
also, while the soft wood growth and the refuse of the 
other is to be floated down the Connecticut River to the 
Fitzdale mills and there converted into pulp at a nominal 
cost. This pulp can afterward be turned into paper in the 
company’s paper mill. 

The exact figures of the deal are not given out, but it is 
understood that about $250,000 figures in it. E. J. Parsons, 
who has been with Mr. Fitzgerald and the mill for a num- 
ber of years, will remain in charge as superintendent and 
manager, while Col. Porter H. Dale, of Island Pond, enters 
the corporation as managing director, to be on the ground 
all the time and to have active charge of the business at the 
mills. 

The new owners of the corporation propose to continue 
the business in the same way that it has been run hereto- 
fore, with increased output and a general expansion of 
operations made necessary by this fact. 


Austro-Hungarian Paper Trade. 


Franz Krawany, the chairman of the Austrian Paper 
Union in Vienna, has contributed an interesting article on 
the history and development of the Austro-Hungarian 
paper trade. It appears that in 1520 a paper mill was 
founded in Ullersdorf, Mahren, which is now in the pos- 
session of Schmidt & Séhne. In 1826 the first machine pa- 
per mill was built at Kaisermiihle, near Prague, now owned 
by K. Kubik. In 1856 the first mechanical wood pulp fac- 
tory was opened by Wilhelm Hamburger, in Pitten. In 
1869 the first white pulp factory was established by Moritz 
Markl, in Traisen, and in 1872 the first nature brown pack- 
ing paper mil], in Rabenstein, by Messrs. Gebriider Markl. 
In 1872 experiments were made at the Stuppach Mills with 
soda chemical pulp (system Ungerer). In 1881 the first 
sulphite pulp factory was opened by August Brune, in 
Nertersitz, on the Elbe. In 1878 there were in Austria- 
Hungary 177 long sieve paper machines, 84 mechanical 
wood pulp” factories, 9 strawboardwfactories, and 3 sulphite 
factories, giving employment to 15,290 workers. In 1&88- 
1889 (an interval of ten years) there were 207 long sieve 
machines, 178 mechanical wood pulp and wood pulp board 
mills (with 253 board and cylinder machines), 8 straw 
pulp factories, and 26 sulphite factories. In 1903 there 
were 166 machine mills, with 249 long sieve paper ma- 
chines, 5 in course of erection, and one idle; 277 wood 
pulp and board factories, with 590 board and cylinder ma- 
chines and 981 “defibreuers”; 3 straw pulp factories, and 
38 sulphite factories. These works had a total production 
of 3,085,030 metre ewts. paper, and afforded employment 
to 26,460 workers, with wages amounting to 17,000,000 
kronen.

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FULTON AND THE BARGE CANAL. 


How the Proposed Plans Will Affect Power Users—A Hear- 
ing Before the Advisory Board—Contention 
as to Raising the Dams. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futron, N. Y., January 30, 1905.—A delegation of 
Fulton manufacturers, among whom were representatives 
of all the paper mills in the city, appeared before the 
Barge Canal Advisory Board of Engineers in Albany on 
Wednesday last, and were granted a hearing on the 
power situation at Fulton. 

The proposed enlargement of the canals through this 
State, for which the sum cf $101,000,000 has been appro- 
priated, includes the Oswego canal, which passes through 
Fulton. Here two dams cross the river, about one-third 
mile apart, and to secure proper levels one of the most 
difficult engineering problems of the entire route is pre- 
sented. The plans prepared by the resident engineer 
contemplate raising the. upper dam 6% feet and the 
lower dam 3 feet. Manufacturers deriving power from 
the lower dam approve of the plans, but the upper dam 
power owners object on the ground that any raise in 
the level below their mills would back the water up to 
their wheels and damage their power, or cause them to 
remodel their mills at great expense. They are willing 
that the upper dam be raised the proposed 6% feet, but 
desire that no change be made in the height of the lower 
dam. They maintain that present conditions are prefera- 
ble to any change that contemplates adding to the height 
of the dam below their mills. 

Inasmuch as the proposed addition of 3 feet to the 
lower dam means a vast increase in power, naturaily the 
manufacturers at that point desire the plans to be 
adopted. They argue that the benefits to powers at the 
upper dam would be much greater, by reason of their

increase of 6% feet head, than they themselves would 
derive from an increased head of 3 feet. 

The canal can be constructed through the city without 
the raising of cither dam, but a new dam would then 
be required, which would be located above the present 
upper dam, and no benefit in power would be derived 
therefrom by the present mill owners. 

At the hearing on Wednesday the upper dam contin- 
gent were represented by counsel in the person of Ex- 
Attorney General Theodore Hancock and Hon. N. N. 
Stranahan, Collector of the Port of New York, both 
these gentlemen addressing the board in behalf of their 
clients, the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company and 
the American Woolen Company. The arguments for the 
lower dam mill owners were presented by E. R. Red- 
head, president of the Victoria, Eureka, Fulton and Gran- 
by paper companies, and F. A. Emerick, G. G. Chaun- 
cey and B. W. Bennett, of the Volney Paper Company, 

At the request of the chairman of the board each 
delegation selected a committee to confer with the engi- 
neering department. H. L. Paddock, of the Oswego 
Falls Pulp and Paper Company; F. E. Weeden, of the 
American Woolen Company, and Theodore Hancock 
were chosen on one side, and F. A. Emerick and G. G. 
Chauncey, of the Volney Paper Company, with J. H. 
Howe, of the Victoria, Granby, Fulton and Eureka paper 
companies, were selected to represent their colleagues. 

On Thursday a session was held by the board, and the 
two committees above named duly appeared, and the 
subject exhaustively canvassed. The board have the mat- 
ter under consideration at this time, their decision being 
reserved. B.

Superintendent Van Kirk, of the Tiffin Straw Board Plant, 
; Has Devised a Machine That Apparently 
Works Excellently, . 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, January 30, 1905.—An interesting experi- 
ment has just been made at Tiffin which will prove of im- 
portance so far as it relates to the removal of all deleterious 
substances which it is charged pollute the stream on which 
the American Straw Board plant is located. A. C. Van- 
kirk, superintendent of the plant, has invented a machine 
to remove all so called poisonous substances. He forced 
a barrel of water through the machine, which was merely 
a small model of the large contrivance he hopes to perfect, 
and though the water was as dark as coffee when -it en- 
tered, it emerged almost as clear as crystal spring water. 
A half bushel of solid matter was extracted. An auger 
screw placed in the interior of the machine is the direct 
means of separating the solids from the liquids, and cen- 
trifugal force is used. 

Miami Valleyites who have contended with the problem 
of water pollution hope to witness the introduction of such 
machines, if they prove practical. Some time ago the 
board of health of Dayton began an investigation of local 
plants and streams, but its action never crystallized. The 
State Board of Health has also made extended examina- 
tion of the water in different localities and prosecutions 
followed in certain sections. Indiana has been beset with 
all sorts of trouble, with the result that a few straw board 
firms were forced to remove or “close up shop.” Mr. 
Van Kirk’s invention is reported to be a possible solution 
of the disposal of city sewage also. 

A chemical analysis was made of the solid matter sepa- 
rated from the liquids, and it showed an excellent fertilizer. 

Superintendent Van Kirk is so thoroughly satisfied that 
his invention will make possible the uninterrupted 
operation of straw board plants that he is arranging to re- 
sume work in the Tiffin mills, which has been suspended 
for nearly eight months. He will install his machines at 


once, believing he has demonstrated their practicability.

Harding May Be Lieutenant Governor. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 30, 1905.—A young paper manu- 
facturer of the valley may be put forward as a candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor on the Republican ticket, viz., 
J. E. Harding, of Middletown. At present a fight is being 
waged in Ohio between the forces of Myron Herrick, Gov- 
ernor, and W. G. Harding, Lieutenant Governor, the latter 
aspiring to the gubernatorial position. J. E. Harding, the 
mill man, is suggested as W. G. Harding’s running mate, 
and the movement in his favor seems to extend beyond the 
confines of the Miami Valley and Southwestern Ohio. It 
is believed his boom will gain strength. The fight for the 
Governorship candidacy, which is equivalent to election, is 
one of the bitterest ever conducted, the Anti-Saloon 


League, with thousands of adherents, opposing Herrick. 
This, of course, redounds to the benefit of Harding and 
Harding, who may compose the next firm to control the 
party in Ohio. However, Governor Herrick has the sup- 
port of many prominent politicians, but the non-support 
of Senator Foraker. M. V.

Foreign NOrEs. 


The annual report of the Vereinigte Strohstoff Fabriken, 
Dresden, announces a dividend of 5 per cent.—4 per cent. 
regular and I per cent. super dividend. 

P. A. Michel & Son, in Annweiler, in the Rherish Pala- 
tinate, whose handmade paper mill is more than 100 years 
old, have been compelled to suspend payment. 

Wood pulp, especially in the dry state, is reported to be 
very scarce in Austria-Hungary. An absence of stocks is 
reported both in pulp and pulp boards. Higher prices are 
likely to rule. . 

It is reported that M. Maza, of Buenos Ayres, Argentine 
Republic, has purchased an extensive range of buildings 
on the banks of the Parana, between Rosario and San 
Lorenzo, formerly used as a distillery, and intends to con- 
vert them into a paper mill. 

Iggesunds Bruk, near Hudiksvall, Sweden, have con- 
tracted with Jensen & Dahl, of Christiania, for plant and 
machinery capable of producing 10,000 tons of mechanical 
wood pulp, wet. The equipment will include five of Jensen 
& Dahl’s latest type of hot grinders. 

Oskar Dietrich, paper maker in Weissenfels-a-S., Ger- 
many, made a gift of 8,000 marks as a Christmas present 
to his workpeople, those benefiting having at least five 
years’ uninterrupted employment with the firm. The 
money was invested for the receivers in the savings bank. 

The Farmand (Christiania) of January 14 states: ““An 
English paper mill has just bought 1,000 tons white moist 
mechanical pulp f. o. b. Drontheim Fjord for delivery over 
February to October at 45s., less commission, or equal to 
Kr. 39.70 net f. o. b. For small lots for prompt delivery 
buyers are willing to pay fancy prices.” 

The Canadian Pacific Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, 
has been registered in England with the small capital of 
£100 in £1 shares. Object, to carry on in British Colum- 
bia or elsewhere the business of pulp and pulp manufac- 


turers, lumbermen, timber growers and merchants, saw 
mill owners, &c. Registered without articles of association 

A paper making plant is being talked of for South Africa, 
William A. Haygood, manager of the South African Sup 
ply Company of Cape Town, being at the head of the 
project. It is proposed to equip the factory with American 
machinery. Waste paper and rags will be used chiefly in 
the manufacture, as there are practically no native fibres 
suitable for paper making. 

The Spring Grove Paper Mill, Peter Dixon & Co., 
Oughtybridge, near Sheffield, England, will put in two 
paper machines that were built for and installed in the 
Sebnitzer Papierfabrik, but owing to the financial difficul 
ties of that concern were run only about two months. The 
machines were bought by a syndicate in Germany, and 
were offered for sale “out of Germany.” 

The late C. D. Ekman, well known for his pioneering 
work in the manufacture of sulphite wood pulp, was one 
of the vice presidents of the British Wood Pulp Associa 
tion, and it is understood that the members of that organi- 
zation are taking active steps to perpetuate his name in 
some suitable manner. A representative sub-committee has 
been appointed, viz., Messrs. C. T. Craig, A. Paus and 
Gustav Harborg. 

Spanish paper makers have lately opened up business 
with the various ports on the eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean. It appears that they exhibited on a large scale at 
the International Exhibition at Athens, where large paper 
making countries were almost entirely unrepresented. The 
Spanish paper makers made a good show of various kinds 
of paper, especially note papers in elegant boxes, and ap- 
parently have succeeded in meeting exactly the require- 
ments of buyers. Before the exhibition Spanish goods were 
practically unknown so far as export was concerned. 


The position of the German paper trade is discussed in 
the Wochenblatt. Unstinted praise is given to the tech- 
nical progress made in paper making, resulting in the pro- 
duction of a better quality at a greatly reduced cost. If 
this part of the paper making industry is satisfactory, the 
commercial part is regarded as deplorable, owimg to reck- 
less undercutting of prices. This has resulted mainly from 
employers who, with an insufficient knowledge of the arti- 
cle, look rather to the present instead of to the future. It 
is stated that perhaps no other trade has suffered so much 
from commercial rivalry as the paper trade. It now ap- 
pears that prices have reached the lowest ebb, and an im 
provement is likely, particularly as’the efforts of the Asso- 
ciation of Printing Paper Makers have proved highly bene- 
ficial. It is hoped that the temporary improvement may be- 
come permanent. 


The Philadelphia Typothetae dined at The Bourse on 
Monday evening of this week. The paper trade of the 
Quaker City has now only an ineidental interest in this 
organization, of which a year ago a number of representa- 
tive dealers were members, since in compliance with the 
policy of the Paper Trade Association all its members have 
resigned, although the relationship of the two organizations 
is entirely amicable.

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OBITUARY. 


Epwarp H. MULLIN. 


Edward Hemphill Mullin, one of the best known of 
the old time newspaper men, died suddenly at his home 
in Milburn, N. J., Wednesday evening, January 25, from 
an attack of heart disease. 

Mr. Mullin was born in Castlederg, County Tyrone, 
Ireland, on October 22, 1859. He was educated at the 
Methodist College public school, of Belfast, and~ the 
Queen’s College, Belfast, where he took his bachelor’s 
degree, with honors in physics and chemistry, in 1881. 
Shortly afterwards he came to New York and engaged 
in newspaper work, being editorial writer of several daily 
papers, as well as a prolific contributor to the magazine 
and technical press. 

On February 1, 1898, he entered the service of the 
General Electric Company, at first as manager of its 
advertising department, and latterly as a confidential 
representative of the company in many matters. He was 
the authorized representative of the company in all rela- 
tions with the press, and the official host of the company 
whenever foreign engineers or capitalists desired to visit 
the works or become acquainted with its methods. He 
was a thirty-second degree Mason and a member of the 
Engineers, Press, Lotus and Transportation clubs. He 
was vice president of the New York Electrical Society 
and a director of the American Institute of Electrica! 
Engineers, and also vice president of the Association of 
American Advertisers. 

Mr. Mullin had a great number of friends here and 
abroad, and was known among them for his erudition 
and wide acquaintance with electrical and engineering 
subjects. He was a consistent student, and as a writer 
was distinguished for clarity of style and an Anglo-Saxon 
simplicity of diction which made his essays on mechani- 
cal and electrical matters very easy reading.

Announcements by Different Manufacturers of the Figures 
at Which Goods Will Be Sold—The 
Discounts in Detail.

According to the price lists that have this week reached 
the trade from a number of the paper bag manufacturers, 
the new discounts on paper bags are as follows: Special 
Squares and Flats, 80 and 10 per cent.; Standard Squares 
and Flats, 80 per cent. For Greater New York, Paterson, 
N. J., and Newark, N. J.; Philadelphia, Pa.; all New Eng- 
land and all New York State points, White Standard 
Squares and Flats, 70, 10, 10 and 5 per cent.; White 
Heavy Flats and Squares, 70, 10 and § per cent.; White 
Extra Heavy, Flats and Squares, all grades, 70 and 5 per 
cent.; for the rest of the country on White Standard 
Squares and Flats the discounts are 70, 10, 10 and 5 per 
cent.; White Heavy Squares and Flats, 60, 10, 10, 10 and 
5 per cent.; Extra Heavy (sugar bags), 60, 10, 10 and 5 
per cent. An extra 5 per cent. off is allowed on carload 
lots. 


Early Paper Making in the Far East. 

A very interesting contribution to the history of paper 
manufacture has lately been made by Dr. Julius Wiesner, 
of the Academy of Sciences at Vienna, to the Zentralblatt 
fiir die Oesterr.-ungar Papierindustrie. During the past 
twenty years Dr. Wiesner has devoted considerable atten- 
tion to the subject, and has demonstrated that the art of 
paper making was practiced by the Arabs since the eighth 
century, who—themselves instructed by the Chinese—com- 
municated the process to Europe perhaps as early as the 
tleventh century. The oldest specimens of paper hitherto 


discovered were sized with starch, which, since about the 
fourteenth century, has been replaced with animal size. 
Dr. Wiesner has studied not only the historical but also 
the practical and technical side of the matter, having made 
careful microscopical investigations of several early sam- 
ples of paper discovered in Egypt, &c. More recently he 
has been enabled to throw further light on the subject, 
owing to the discovery by Dr. A. Stein in some ruins ex- 
plored by him in Eastern Turkestan of some very ancient 
documents on paper—four in number, now in the British 
Museum—which were referred to ‘and illustrated in his 
books on the “Sand Buried Ruins of Khotan,” published 
in London in 1901 and 1903. Dr. Stein brought them un- 
der the notice of Prof. A. F. Hoernle, of Oxford, who in 
his turn submitted them to Dr. Wiesner for microscopical 
examination, sending with them some other specimens of 
known origin and date for purposes of comparison. 

It was in two cases impossible to date the Stein docu- 
ments with absolute certainty, but, generally speaking, the 
same characteristics were present in each, viz., a mixture 
of rag and vegetable fibres, sized with starch. Two of 
them were found among the ruins of Dandan-Uilig, in the 
desert of Taklamakan, northeast of Khotan (Chinese 
Turkestan), and the other two in the ruins of the adjacent 
Temple of Endere. No. 1 was a Chinese document dated 
in A. D. 782; it was composed partly of vegetable fibres 


' from Broussonetia papyrifera and other plants, and rags. 


Of what the latter were composed Dr. Wiesner cannot say, 
but many woolen threads were discovered, with traces of 
starch adhering, though it did not appear that the paper 
was sized with starch or any other matter. Document No. 
2 was also in Chinese, and dated in 784. It had been made 
from similar matter, there being no trace of cotton, but 
plenty of vegetable fibres and rags, which latter had evi- 
dently been macerated and mechanically treated, like those 





in document No. 1. There were traces of starch sizing, 
and also of pure starch not in the condition of size, so that 
Dr. Wiesner thinks there must have been a gradual growth 
of practice from using the starch in the ordinary pure state 
to making it into size. Wheat or barley starch was prob- 
ably used. Document No. 3, a Thibetan MS., bore no date, 
but as an inscription found in the Temple of Endere 
(whence it came) recorded the fact that the building had 
been covered with sand as early as 719, it is assumed to 
be at least as old as that date. It was composed entirely 
of vegetable fibres which had been subjected to a macerat- 
ing process. They were probably derived from some 
species of Daphne, such as Daphne cannabina or Daphne 
papyracea, the latter being used in Nepaul for paper mak- 
ing purposes. As there was a considerable percentage of 
rice starch embedded in the substance of the paper, it was 
almost impossible to resist the conclusion that it had been 
added with the view of making some special variety. There 
was also a decided coating of starch on the written surface 
of the sheet, as well as traces of it on the back, possibly 
communicated by contact with the coated face of some 
other sheet. It was, in fact, evident that the addition of 
starch to the paper alone enabled it to be used for writing 
purposes. Document No. 4 (of which only a tiny strip 
could be examined) was a Brahmin MS. in an unknown 
tongue; it was undated, but was possibly as old as the sev- 
enth century. It was composed almost entirely of vege- 
table fibres, which had been macerated. The sizing was a 
mixture of starch size and free starch, with traces of gela- 
tine derived from lichens. As the Chinese employed that 
plant as a basis for size in paper making, the doctor thinks 
that the document under notice was perhaps made from 
waste paper which had been sized in that way. 

In all four documents dicotyledonous plant fibres ap-

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THE BLACK RIVER CANAL. 


The Recommendations of the State Superintendent of Public 
_ Works Causing Much Discussion Among Northern 
New York Mill Owners. 





[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., January 31, 1905.—The recommenda- 
tion of the State Superintendent of Public Works that Sec- 
tion 2 of the Black River Canal be dbandoned and that the 
Black River Water Power Commission be abolished and 
their duties transferred to the Superintendent of Public 
Works, or that the act creating the commission be so modi- 


‘fied as to hold the commissioners primarily and actually 


responsible for all their acts, and relieving the superin- 
tendent of responsibility, is causing much discussion among 
mill owners and others in the Black River Valley. The 
recommendations of ex-Superintendent Boyd, if carried 
out, would result in much injury to manufacturing inter- 
ests, for if this section of the Black River Canal was aban- 
doned more water would be diverted from Black River to 
the Erie Canal. If the entire canal were abandoned and 
the waters that now feed it were restored to their natural 
channel power owners and users would not object, for the 
waterway cuts no figure when it comes to the question of 
transportation for Northern New York products. At the 
present time the State maintains reservoirs for the pur- 
pose of making good the loss of power in summer caused 
by diverting water to the canals. Manufacturers, however, 
would no doubt be glad to assume this burden if no water 
was taken for canal purposes. The talk about abandoning 
this section of the canal, however, is not likely to result in 
anything being done this year with that end in view. A 
delegation representing the people interested called upon 
Superintendent of Public Works Franchot last week and 





received assurances that the canal would be maintained, 
though the expense would be cut to the minimum. An 
amendment to the State constitution would be necessary 
to carry out the abandonment project, and that could not 
be brought about for three years at least. Further, there 
appears to be no disposition on the part of the present 
State officials to interfere with the Black River Water 
Storage Commission. In view of these facts there appears 
to be no reason for immediate worry. B.

peared to enter into the composition of the paper, a prac- 
tice which was probably of Chinese origin. At some later 
date rag fibres were added, both sorts being beaten or 
pounded for use in paper making, and also submitted to 
some macerating process. Although various plant fibres 
were used by the Chinese, the quality of the paper made 
was about the same, and the makers of it were probably 
the first to use starch for sizing purposes. In the earliest 
stage of paper making in the Far East the sheets turned 
out were of the consistence of blotting, and thus could 
only be written on by means of Indian ink. Then came a 
time when a better writing surface was obtained by facing 
the paper with a coating of, say, gypsum. The next stage 
was sizing with lichen gelatine, and then came the applica- 
tion of starch in the dry state, to which was subsequently 
added the use of diluted starch size. As soon as it was 
seen that the latter was am excellent sizing material, it 
was used to the exclusion of all others, and is found in 
most samples of early Chinese paper. The Arabs followed 
the latest practice of the Chinese in using starch size with- 
out the addition of any granular starch. «A knowledge of 
paper making can thus only have been acquired by them 


at a time when the Chinese had passed through all the pre- 
liminary experimental stages and arrived at the point of 
making ordinary sized paper. Document No. 3 is sup- 
posed to have been manufactured in Thibet, and brought 
to Turkestan by the Thibetans, who conquered that district 
about 714. The Thibetan paper makers only seem to have 
used a single dicotyledonous plant in their work, i. e., 
Daphne cannabina or some closely allied variety, exclud- 
ing rags altogether. The face of their paper was appar- 
ently only treated with starch for the purpose of rendering 
it fit to write on, whereas the Arabs and the Chinese used 
starch in paper to render it stronger, whiter, less permeable 
and heavier. The notion hitherto entertained by those best 
entitled to speak on the subject, i. e., that the manufacture 
of rag paper was first practiced by the Arabs, has been 
practically demolished by Dr. Wiesner’s researches, which 
have demonstrated that rags were used in paper making 
by the Chinese as early as the beginning of the eighth cen- 
tury. The Arabs, no doubt, brought this branch of the art 
to a state of perfection some three or four centuries later, 
and it was then communicated by them to the Europeans. 
But the Chinese were certainly first in the field in this di- 
rection, perhaps as early as the fourth or fifth century, or 
even earlier still, and their most ancient papers are distin- 
guished from early Arab ones by the fact that the rags 
have been mechanically treated. 


It may be mentioned that Dr. Wiesner had, prior to his 
receiving the Stein documents, made an examination of 
several other early papers of Arab origin, dating from 751 
to 796 (one was definitely dated 768), so that his previous 
researches placed him in a position to duly appreciate and 
recognize the special characteristics of early papers from 
the East. Nevertheless, the result of his investigation of 
the Stein documents has led him to change his precon- 
ceived ideas in some respects. 
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A Year’s Foreign Business. 


On page 5 of this issue of Tue Parer Trave JourNaL 
we print the returns of imports and exports of paper, pulp, 
&c., for December, 1904, and the year 1904, as prepared 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor, together with 
the figures of the corresponding previous periods in order 
that the comparisons may be readily made. We increased 
our imports of paper. In 1902 we brought in paper valued 
at $4,303,612, in 1903 we increased this amount to $5,118,- 
189, and in 1904 we again increased it to $5,342,289. Of 
this enlarged business France was the only country that 
failed to secure a portion. The United Kingdom increased 


her account from $861,617 to $865,134, Belgium hers from 


$229,303 to $236,976, Germany from $3,075,787 to $2,128,- 
o14, “other Europe” from $234,030 to $277,078, Japan from 
$235,317 to $272,757, and “other countries” from $81,435 to 
$212,601. France decreased her business with us, her ac- 
count dropping from $400,700, which it was in 1903, to 
$349,729, the total of her sales of paper to us in 1904. 

We likewise increased our exports of paper. In 1902 
they aggregated $7,251,517, in 1903, $7,339,914, and in 1904, 
$7,883,686. This increase has been very fairly divided 
among the different grades, the value of the export of 
hanging paper rising from $247,500 in 1903 to $255,214 in 
1904; of printing paper, from $2,485,418 in 1903 to $2,982,- 
185 in 1904; of writing paper and envelopes, from $826,- 
965 in 1903 to $990,741 in 1904. In “all other” grades 
there was a decrease from $3,661,742 §n 1903 to $3,440,014 


in 1904.

From this table it will be seen that in the paper depart- 
ment of our foreign commercial relations we made gains in 
our business with the United Kingdom, Germany, Italy, 
Netherlands, British North America, Central America, 
Mexico, Cuba, other West Indies and Bermuda, Argentina, 
Chile, Venezuela, other South America, China, Philippines, 
and British Africa, while we suffered losses in our business 
with Belgium, France, other Europe, Colombia, British 
East Indies, Japan and British Australasia, the loss in the 
last named being particularly noticeable. 

We added to our imports of wood pulp, the aggregate 
value in 1903 being $3,500,168, and in 1904, $4,077,720. Of 
this new business British North America secured the 
greater portion, for while in 1903 she sold us 95,080 tons, 


valued at $1,833,586, in 1904 she sold us 119,236 tons, valued 


at $2,312,764. 

On the other hand our pulp exports declined, for while 
in 1903 we sent abroad 30,552,552 pounds, valued at $600,- 
483, in 1904 we exported only 20,172,901 pounds, valued at 
$405,793. 

In paper stock imports are growing steadily. In 1902 
of rags, other than woolen, we imported 85,213,018 pounds, 
valued at $1,450,955; in 1903, 102,695,175 pounds, valued at 
$1,560,332, and in 1904, 119,176,604 pounds, valued at $1,- 
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768,488, an increase of 33,963,586 pounds, valued at $317,533 
in two years. In 1902, of crude paper stock of all kinds our 
imports aggregated $2,786,390, in 1903 they aggregated 
$2,984,908, and in 1904 they increased to $3,172,065. 

The importation of bleaching powder also showed a re- 
duction. In 1903 we bought from foreign producers 113,- 
285,240 pounds, valued at $912,943, but in 1904 we bought 
from the same sources only 87,909,168 pounds, valued at 
$707,174. It is evident that our domestic manufacturers of 
bleaching powders are making progress. 

The imports of sulphur likewise have fallen off. In 1903 
we imported 188,888 tons of crude sulphur, valued at $3,- 
649,756. In 1904 we imported of the same line of goods 
128,885 tons, valued at $2,462,770, this account showing a 
drop of over $1,000,000. It will probably show a further 
reduction in the present year. 


The Bonynge trademark bill has been passed by the 
House of Representatives without a dissenting vote, and is 
now before the Senate with an excellent chance of its early 
enactment. Representative Bonynge told the House that 
his bill had been prepared to meet a demand from the man- 
ufacturers and merchants of the country, who for many 
years have been appealing to Congress to authorize the 
registration of trademarks used in interstate commerce, as 
well as in the commerce with foreign nations, and also to 
provide an up to date method of procedure in the Patent 
Office and in the courts for the registration and protection 
of marks. The bill changes the method of procedure for 
the registration of trademarks. There has been, within the 
present law, no way by which an appeal could be taken 
from the decision of the Commissioner of Patents upon the 
question whether a mark was entitled to be registered or 
not, or upon any other question. This bill provides for an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia, 
the same as in the patent cases, and the procedure for the 
registration of trademarks is modeled after the procedure 
for the obtaining of a patent. It also changes the life of 
a certificate of registration of a trademark from thirty 
to twenty years to agree with the term fixed by the Patent 
Division, and in many other respects amends the present 
law so as to make it conform to treaty stipulations that the 
United States Government has entered into from time to 
time with different foreign nations. It prescribes remedies, 
both at law and in equity, for the improvement of regis- 
tered trademarks. It provides specifically the character 
of a trademark that can be registered under the law. 
Manufacturers, dealers and others who are interested in 
this subject, and who desire early action upon the pending 
bill, can aid in bringing about its early consideration by 
communicating their views promptly to the chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Patents. 


The Treasury Department is advised of an important de- 
cision of the Board of General Appraisers to the effect that 
duties can be collected only on articles which actually ar- 
rive in this country. Section 2921 of the Revised Statutes, 
providing that on opening a package of imported merchan- 
dise the appraiser shall note on the invoice any shortage 
which he may discover, is not intended to provide an ex- 
clusive method of ascertaining and proving a shortage. 
The fact of the non-importation of merchandise, whether 
by reason of not having shipped from a foreign port 
or because 6f loss in transit, may be established by satis- 
factory testimony under the ordinary rules of evidence. 





The New Orleans Times gives the following description 
of the process of making paper: “The logs are piled on 
runways, which throw each one into a separate hopper. 
The great machines are built Sn the same principle as 
a corn crusher. One by one the logs are sent into these 
maws, which turn them out in the gigantic rolls of paper 
so often seen in front of newspaper offices.” Just think 
how simple it is according to this writer. The logs are 
put into “maws” and come out rolls of paper. Whew!

Pulp Wood in the Fox River Valley. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., January 30, 1905.—Receipts of pulp 
wood in this valley by the Pulp Wood Company have been 
delayed longer than usual this season, but are now begin- 
ning to come in with regularity, though the quantity arriv- 
ing varies on different days between twenty-five and seven- 
ty-five carloads. The great quantity of snow in the woods 
makes it very hard to get wood to the tracks and onto the 
cars, and the cold has been so steady and severe for the 
past two weeks that the trains have been very irregular in 
running. This has kept the wood from coming in as it has 
usually done at this time in other years. 

The quantity of wood put in during the calendar year 
1904 by the Pulp Wood Company amounted to somewhat 
more than 200,000 cords. This was an unusually large 
quantity. It is probable that the amount put in this year 
will not go much over 150,000 cords. Most of the mill 
yards are fairly well stocked with wood now which was 
carried over from last year. In a way this is fortunate, as 
this winter is going to be a bad one for handling wood. 
The Pulp Wood Company, of course, does not supply all 
the wood used by the mills in this valley, as some of the 
mills buy and put in their own wood, but what has been 
said will apply to the wood situation in general.

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BEATING OF PAPER STUFF. 


The Splitting Quality of the Fibres—The Old Time Stamping 


Machine and the Modern Hollander—A Comparison 
of the Results of Their Work. 


Our predecessors in the art over [50 years ago had 
plenty of time for gradually converting their linen and 
hemp stock into fibres, by first cutting them by hand or on 
primitive cutters and allowing the chips to soften by fer- 
mentation in order to ease the slow process of maceration, 
says Prof. E. Kirchner, of Chemnitz. 

Ten horse powers were required to keep from thirty-six 
to forty-eight heavy pestles stamping day and night to pre- 
pare pulp for making 120 pounds of good paper (the then 
daily output of a one vat paper mill). Thus the making of 
200 pounds of paper would require 400 horse power hours. 
We could not afford this enormous waste of time, space, 
power and labor; but we must grant to the old folks the 
credit of excellence for having made some extra good 
qualities of paper. 

Examining the fibres of old papers under the microscope 
we find that the single fibres as comparcd with the longer 
flat cells (the latter showing a circular cross section) have 
been submitted to many changes. While the flat cell gen- 
erally is straight and rigid and only ‘seldom slightly bent, 
Fig. 1 showing a dark middle line similar to a glass tube, 
we find that the fibres in the paper sheet are crushed, flat- 
tened and split, showing fibre bundles at their ends similar 
to Fig. 3. 

By dissolving with preparing needles some of the fibres 
previously boiled in a weak caustic lye we may observe 
the single cell fissures mostly appearing with their ends in 
fringed or torn fragments, but seldom showing that their 
ends have been cut off (Fig. 3.) Besides this we may dis- 
cover many lengthwise, finely split fibre parts (Fig. 4.) 
These prove to be very useful for combining felting and 
filling the meshes of other fibres of a more substantial and 
solid nature. The reason for this remarkable appearance, 
so very advantageous in the perfection of a fine sheet, ex- 
ists in the nature of the linen fibre to split and become 
separated into numerous long filaments under the crushing 
action of the stamping devices on a hard underlayer. As 
observable in the crosscut section (Fig. 2), the splitting 
parts are arranged in concentric and radial positions. The 
linen fibre excels in this splitting quality in a high degree. 
These innumerable splits and slits are called fibrilles. 

A great number of cells, having retained their natural, 
undisturbed structure, may appear in solid sheets of paper, 
and it is only necessary that a sufficient number of 
fibrilles be present in order to perform and finish the 
intertwisting operation for the perfection of a good tissue. 

The old German stamping mill provided with smooth 
pestle shoes, performed the separation of the linen fibre 
merely by concussion and high pressure; it produced un- 
der liberal time allowances a slimy stuff consisting of 
long and fine fibrilles, suitable for producing a tough and 
transparent sheet, being, however, of a slowly draining 
and drying disposition. A short fibred stuff could only 
be produced with pestle shoes provided with sharp headed, 
angular projections. This grinding process was facili- 
tated by a prolonged process of fermentation. 

Evidently a pestle shoe provided with sharp edges will 
accelerate the beating process. In olden times that way 
was favored for making blotting paper. The use of 
pestle shoes with not oversharp nail projections would 
shorten the time for making full stock decidedly more 
than the use of a dull, flat shoe. 

It is apparent that either a liberal or scant filling of 
stock in the troughs, as well as a varying addition of 
water to the same, would exert their natural influence on 
the disfibering or beating process. Prolonged stamping 
could be carried too far by yielding a production of 
rather superfine fibrilles, in which case the slimy linen 
fibre mass, so hard to manage, would still result in the 
production of very firm and transparent sheets, such as 
may, however, only seldom appear. 

In the foregoing considerations the judge of old papers 
may find the reason why: old papers made of good linen 
stock show a great difference in their character. The 
varying chemical fermentation and the changeable me- 
chanical grinding process had their. natural consequences. 

By comparing the quality of the stuff prepared in the 
old stampers with the pulp beaten in the modern Hol- 
lander one finds in both the.same bruised and squeezed 
appearances as shown in Figs. 3 and 4. 

Looking sharp at the modern full stuff-one meets with 
squeezed divisions and fibrilles essentially differing by 
showing a spiral formation in the partly preserved cells. 
Here one meets with cotton fibres as they plainly appear 
in their cut-off ends and in their lengthwise structure 
(Fig. 5). ' 

This is not surprising, as the presence of the linen fibre 
bas been constantly decreasing since the introduction 


.of cotton in Europe, and the exact sorting of the two 


qualities of linen and cotton has become quite unreliable. 


With the exception of this latter difference. which is 
observable microscopically under great magn/ficat-cn Ly 
practice and experience, it is seen that rag stock carefully 
refined in the beater may have the same appearance and 
good quality as the stamped stuff. However, under the 
condition that the fast beating with sharp steel or bronze 
roller and ground plates must be performed very care- 
fully according to settled rules of experience. 

Concerning the beating process it may be added that 
sharp, thin or edged knives in their relation to dull 
knives with broad surfaces are- comparable with stamp 
shoes, provided with sharp, angular projections and with 
those presenting a flat surface (Figs. 6 and 7). 

It is apparent that the first, Fig. 6, in their position of a 
slight distance from each other effect a cutting action on 
woven shreds, fibre bundles and on rigid single cells, while 
the latter, Fig. 7, will produce a crushing and squeezing 
action. As the working edges of the ground and roller 
knives are opposing pointed edges to each other, they would 
effect a sharp, cross cutting action on the fibres. At a 


slight distance from each, as shown in Fig. 6, there would» 


be produced a tearing, scratching, pulling and rubbing, and 
also a squeezing, action on the fibre substance. By in- 
creasing the distance between the knives, the cutting action 
decreases and the squeezing and ¢crushing performance will 
increase. This squeezing action is of greatest consequence

to the splitting quality of flax and hemp cells, and is apt to 
equal the quality of the fibres prepared in the stamping mill. 

The cutting and scraping action of the knives will recede 
whenever the knives lose their sharp edges. Round edged 
knives exert a blow followed by a squeezing action exactly 
like that of the stampers. After gaining this insight, the 
fear that the beater produces a full stuff of reduced value 
should disappear. It matters not in which position the 
fibres are hit, lengthwise, or crosswise, or overlaying each 
other in any direction; in the latter case the squeezing only 
proves the more energetic. 

Regarding capacity, the beater is of course by far su- 
perior to the stamper; the moving, grinding roller imparts 
a steady course to the stuff through the grinding device; 
the practically approved great rapidity of the roller pro- 
duces an enormous number of knife strokes or an enor- 
mous amount of crushing blows on the fibres. 

It must be stated that the separation of the washing and 
half stuff making process from that of preparing the full 
stuff has proved to be very practicable. These two opera- 
tions have been separately performed in different stampers 
in olden times, and so they are lately likewise performed 
in separate beaters. The amount of labor consumed in the 
latter manner for making 100 kilograms of writing paper 
requires:

This is to show that we obtain the same results with the 


. 


beater in one-half of the time required in the stamping 
mill. 

Further advantages offered by the beaters are shown in 
the readiness to produce with rapidity a short cut rash 
stuff by using thin and sharp knives set in cose proximity; 
furthermore in the facility to change the fibres into fibrilles 
and the latter into slimy stuff by prolonged beating while 
gradually lowering the roller on the base plates. Wrigley 
proved sixty years ago that a larger amount of rag 
stock could be prepared by using sharp, thin faced knives, 
causing the same to gradually approach the ground plates, 
than by using broad, dull faced knives. For reaching that 
object, however, the condition of the knives and the dis- 
tance between the same are not the only factors, since we 
find that the thickness of the fibre plays an important part. 

The various paper fibres are quite different in their rela- 
tion to the disfibering into paper pulp, as is shown in the 
difference between linen, hemp and cotton. 

Twelve years ago I published my studies, especially con- 
cerning the splitting quality of fibres, in the Papier 
Zeitung, 1892, Nos. 77 to 79. The latest publications of 
trade literature show, however, that but little attention has 
been paid to my statements, or that forgetfulness is the 
cause, and therefore a short repetition of the result of my 
researches may be in place. 

Provided with a fresh supply of half stuff of spinning 
waste, cotton, soda and sulphite, also straw, &c., all oi 
them being bleached, I proceeded to treat these fibres all 
alike in the dampened state in a porcelain mortar with a 
flat porcelain pestle.

Muncie May Have Paper Mill. 


Muncie, Ind., January 30, 1905.—According to Fred C. 
Weisbader, agent for stockholders of the Muncie Pulp 
Company, which owns the local puip mill, negotiations are 
pending which within a few months will likely bring about 
changes in the local mill of considerable moment. 

The erection of a paper mill and the remodeling of the 
pulp plant, entailing a cost of $75,000, followed by the im- 
mediate resumption of the pulp mill, are projected. All de- 
pends, Mr. Weisbader stated, on the proposed settlement 
of a controversy among the New York stockholders, which 
would mean the retirement of President Henry L. Black- 
man by the purchase of his stock in the concern. 

The local plant has been idle for several months. No 
reason was assigned for the closing of the industry at the 
time, excepting a statement that orders had been received 
from headquarters to cease operations, and about 250 em- 
ployees were thrown idle. 

Mr. Weisbader, who has been here for several days, dur- 
ing which time he has made several trips of inspection to 
the plant, made a statement of the situation: 

“We wish,” he said, “to purchase the stock of the pres- 
ent officials and immediately remodel the mill in Muncie; 
also to erect a paper mill to eliminate the expense of send- 
ing our pulp away to be manufactured into paper. _The en- 
larging of the plant and its repair, as I have estimated it 
while in Muncie, will cost in the neighborhood of $75,000. 
The object of my trip to this city was to make an estimate 
of this cost and report to the stockholders. 

“The present officials, President Blackman included, do 
not favor the plan for resuming operations in the spring, 
which cannot be carried out without a considerable ou‘lay 
of money, a large portion of which is necessitated in mak- 
ing a change,in the furnaces that coal may be used as fuel 
instead of gas, as in the past.” 

One factor which Mr. Weisbader claims is influencing his 
principals in wishing to gain control of the Muncie plant is 
that they own large tracts of pulp timber land in Tennes- 
see and Arkansas.

Both in a curtailment of the demand and in its in- 
ability to make deliveries the trade suffered. In view of 
the unfavorable situation, therefore, the market is thought 
by some to be weaker this week. Prices, however, remain 
unchanged as yet. While trade is rather quiet no reduc- 
tions in prices are looked for, as the spring trade will no 
doubt offset any weakness. News paper is being offered 
freely at 2.20@2% cents. Manilas continue firm at the old 
quotations. Tissues are in strong demand at high prices. 
Advances no doubt would be made in Tissues were it not 
for fear of the new production that will come on the mar- 
ket very soon. Book papers, while fairly steady, are not 
quite as firm as they were. Some of the Book mills are 
reported as being in need of orders, and are, therefore, 
making some concessions in pfices. Taken altogether, 
however, the Book market is in fair shape, but unless the 
demand stiffens some price cutting is feared. Writings, 
in common with News and Book, are in only moderate 
demand. The advance in paper bags made last week is 


considered helpful in holding up prices on manilas. Box
